Oriiinence Concernirs the Stationine of Officors 
of Active Statue at Schools. 


4article 1, In-rder to give nilitary training to the male students 
or pupile of eithcr <overnment or oublic, normal schools, ni<clo schools, 
industrial schools, hichcr sch-ols, preparatory courses of colle<cs, 
reculnr courses of colleges, technical schools, aishor norzel schools, 
tomporary teachers! trainine inetitutions, training institutes of 
tcechors for industrinl schoole, cr treinins institutes »f teachers for 
youns nen's schools, officers of active statue shrll be staticned at 
these abovo nentioned scirols. However, this shrll not be spplicabdlc 
Curing war, incident, or under other inovitable circumstances. 


Dispntchin: of Officers ace-rdins to tho reguletion of tho 
prococing paragraph will bo offected by a conference betweun the 
Ministor of War an”. Ministor of Education. Officers ortered to station 
at mny school shall obey the ordor and supervision of the head 7f the 
schoole cnncerned with respoct to military training. 


Article 2. in order to give military trainin. to the malo 
students or pupils of private midile schrols, iniustrial schools, hishor 
schools, proparatory courses of colloges, resular courses of collozes, 
or technical schools, or private scheols racosnizod vy the provision 
of Item 1 cf Article 100 of tho Roiulstions rolative to tho avplicntion 
of the Militory Servico Law, Active Strives Officorsa may be stati-nel at 
ony school abovcenenticne4t on request from the school concerned.

Article 8, When the Inspector Officers complete the inspection 
of the training practices at schools, they shall set forth their 
opinions about t:.. training to the Training Officers concorned in the 
presence of the «chool heads, 

Article 9 who Traininz Snepector Officer, when he completes 
the inspection, #l.ci). neke the report on training inspection with the 
following items written on it accoraing to the result thereof, and 
shall present seme within 20 days after the completion of inspection, 
to the Divisional “snuwinder or Army Commandor: 

1. Method of inesection at respective schools. 


2. Outline of the result of training practices at respective 
schools, 


3. Opinions set forth to each Training Officer concerned. 

4. Opinion regarding the future. 

5, Other matters considered necessary, 

Article 10, The Divisional Commander or Army Commander shall make 
reports on training inspection in their respective jurisdictions with the 
following items written on it, based on the reports of the preceding 
article and shall tender same to the War Ministor, not later than 25 April. 


1. Particulars specifically indicated vithin the fiscal year according 
to the provisions of Par, 3 Article 7, 


2. General result of the training within the jurisdiction, 
3. Opinions for the future. 


4, Other matters considered necessary, 


Article 11, Reports regarding the schools which have no likelihood 
of atteining the expected result, end other urgent reports, notwithstanding 
the preceding two articles, shall each time be presented ts the Divisional 
Commander or to the Army Commender by the Inspector Officers, and to the 
War Minister, by the Divisionel Commander or Army Commender. 
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Additionrl Rule 


This ordinance is put in force on the day of its promulgation,
